WASHINGTON, August 2D.—The an- 


nual report of the Commissioner of 
Pensions shows that there were during 
the fiscal year ended Jane 30, 1888, 
added to the pension rolls 60,252 new 
names, the largest annual increase in 
the history of the Bursau, nuking a 
total o! 452,557 pensioners on the rolls 
at the close of the year—326.G35 in 
valids, 92,926 widows, minor children 
and dependent relatives; 37 revolution- 
ary widows, 896 survivors of the war ol 
1812, 
10,787 widows of those who 


servsd in that war, 16,060 survivors of 
the war with Mexico, and 5,104 widows 
of those who served in that war. 
The 


names 
of 2,028 previously dropped 


were restored to the rolla, making an 
aggregate of 62,280 added during the 
year.
